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PLO ready 
to discuss 
interim 
solution

The PLO is willing to engage 
in direct negotiations with Isra- 
el aimed at achieving an auton- 
omy-style interim arrange- 
ment, sources in Jerusalem said 
last night. 

The sources said that Roma- 
nian envoy Konstantin Metea 
reported to Prime Minister 
Yitzhak Shamir and Foreign 
Minister Shimon Peres on the 
new PLO position following 
talks held in Bucharest recently 
between President Nicolai 
Caucescu and PLO chairman 
Yasser Arafat. 

Arafat's position as present- 
ed by Metea might present a 
significant shift in PLO poli- 
cies. The document written by 
PLO spokesman Bassam Abu 
Sherif which was distributed at 
last month's Algiers summit 
also spoke of direct negotia- 
tions but has not been publicly 
endorsed by Arafat. 

According to Metea. Arafat 
told Caucescu that following 
the institution of an interim set- 
tlement based on the general 
lines of the Camp David auth- 
onomy agreement, Israel and 
the Palestinians would conduct 
negotiations on the final settle- 
ment within the framework of 
an international conference. 

Metea urged both Shamir 
and Peres to conduct negotia- 
tions with the PLO. Shamir re- 
jected the suggestion outright, 
while Peres reacted guardedly, 
saying that Israel will not con- 
duct negotiations with “terror 
organizations”, but is willing to 
hold talks with inhabitants of 
the territories. 

Metea invited both Peres 
and Shamir to visit Romania, 
and both accepted, although it 
was unclear whether such visits 
will take place before the elec- 
tions. Both Shamir and Peres 
bad rejected an earlier invita- 
tion by Caucescu to visit Ro- 
mania this week, leading to the 
decision to dispatch Metea to 
the area. 


Replaces US. as Riyadh’s largest arms supplier 
London reveals ‘biggest ever’ 
arms deal with Saudi Arabia 


LONDON (AP) - Britain on Friday 
announced it had a cia its biggest- 
ever arms deal with Saudi Arabia, 
supplanting the U.S.as the major 
arms supplier to the oil-rich 
kingdom. 

-.A Defense Ministry statement 
gave no details, but official sources 
said the deal -- which includes mine- 
sweepers and some 50 Tornado 
fighters — was worth more than £10 
billion. That dwarfed a $7.5-billion 
contract won by Britain in 1986 to 
supply Saudi Arabie with 72 Torna- 
do fighters and other aircraft. 

The ministry statement said the 
deal, signed Sunday as a “formal 
understanding,” was a major new 
phase of the previous contract and 
involved the supply “of additional 
“aircraft, a construction program and 


specialized navy vessels.” 

It included an economic offset 
program, the statement said - ap- 
parently meaning an agreement to 
step up British investment in Saudi 
Arabia. 

The deal. a huge boost for the 
British armaments industry over the 
next decade, followed years of Brit- 
ish lobbying for Saudi arms deals. 

Unlike the U.S. administration, 
Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher's 
government is not constrained by 
lawmakers protesting that weapons 
sales to Saudi Arabia may endanger 
or offend Israel.

Police prepared for 
violence at Alliance

HADERA ~- Police at the belea- 
gured Alliance tyre company 
here are bracing themselves for 
violence this morning, the last 
chance the workers have of re- 
turing to work before the Tel 
Aviv District Court orders the 
factory’s closure. 

Histadrut officials were last 
night making last-minute at- 
tempts to convince the workers 
to return to their posts without 
violence. Trade Union depart- 
ment deputy head Efraim Jiloni 
told The Jerusalem Post he “hoped 
common sense will prevail.” 

However. a member of the 
Alliance works comunittee told 
The Post late last night that the 
workers would not be showing 
up for work this morning. 


In the early hours of Friday mom- 
ing, police and Border Police took 
control of the factory on the orders 
of District Court Judge Eliyahu 
Winograd, arresting seven workers 
found inside the factory gates. The 
seven were later released. 

Ever since Alliance was placed 
under receivership two months ago, 
the workers have maintained a pro- 
test vigil inside the main gates of the 
factory in an effort to prevent the 
receiver's staff from removing mer- 
chandise from inside. 

As news of the factory's takeover 
by the police spread among Alli- 
ance’s employees. hundreds gath- 
ered outside the factory's gates to 
protest what observers have de- 
seribed as an unprecedented move 
in the history of Israeli labour rela- 
tions. The workers blocked roads 
leading to the factory but there were 
no outbreaks of violence and no fur- 
ther arrests were made. 

By Friday afternoon, the police 
had evacuated theirforces from the 
factory's premises, leaving it in the 
hands of 150 guards from a private 
security firm, recently hired by the 
Alliance management. But by then, 
the whole entrance surrounding the 
factory had been cordoned off by

The Defence Ministry has decided to return money confiscated from 
Palestinian-Americans at Ben Gurion airport under tightened monetary 
restrictions imposed to block the influx of funds for the uprising in the 
territories. 

Money taken from Palestinian residents of the territories with U.S. 
Passports would be returned, providing it was proven not be earmarked for 
the uprising, ministry sources said. 

An estimated $200,000 has been confiscated from residents of the territo- 
ries with American, passports during the past three months, mostly during 
April and May. 

The confiscations followed the imposition of a 400 Jordanian dinar 
(31000) ceiling on funds which may be brought into the territories by 
Palestinians arriving from Jordan or at the airport. Sums exceeding the limit 
have been confiscated.

Fires still rage on North Sea oil 
rig as death toll climbs to 166 


ABERDEEN, Scotland (AP) - Oil 
troubleshooter “Red” Adair 
boarded the Piper Alpha oil plat- 
form yesterday for a first-hand look 
at the fires still burning on the twist- 
ed wreckage where 166 people died 
in the world’s worst oilfield disaster.

MOSCOW (Reuter) - A blond 
young man in his early 20s, wearing 
a swastika urmbund. directed his 
blue eves at the television camera 
and said: “Only the strong and men- 
tally nurmal should have the right ta 
bear children.” 

He was one of three members of a 
neo-Nazi group set up in the Soviet 
Union and shown on television in 
the eurly hours of Suturday morning 
on the late night show Vsglrud 
(Look). 

“This country is threatened — as is 
the whole world — by over-popula- 
tion. Women who ure not strong or 
pure enough are giving birth to chil- 
dren with defects and the nation is 
becoming weaker." the group 
spokesman declared. 

Neu-Nuzi groups. generally dis- 
missed in western Europe us a luna- 
lie fringe. are regarded as total 
anathema in the Soviet Union. 
where memories of World War Two 
and Soviet casualties estimated at 
more than 21} million are held as 
sacred, 

The weekly πρίν program. 
which enjoys a huge following de- 
spite its late night screening. is an 
emblem of Soviet leader Mikhuil 
Gorbachev's policies of glasnost, 
airing issues long regarded in the 
Soviet Union as taboo. 

These have included programs on 
homelessness, drug addicts and 
Prostitution ~ the last including film 
clips taken in hotel rooms showing 
Soviet prostitutes with foreign cli- 
ents. 

{t was not clear where the five- 
minute V'=g/vad interview was held. 
although the program said similar 
groups had been set up in Leningrad 
and the Siberian city of Irkutsk. 

The program gave no names. al- 
though the group scorned offers to 
be shown in silhouette, “We have 
nothing to hide.” the spokesman 
said, 

According to the Soviet criminal 
code. members of such groups 


would be liable to prosecution under 
Article 74, which safeguards equali- 
ty of rights of nationalities. 

“Propaganda or agitation for the 
purpose of arousing hostility or dis- 
sension of races or nationalities ... 
Shall be punished by deprivation of 
freedom for a term of six months to 
three years ... the article states. 
The emergence of neo-Nazis was 
highlighted last month in an article 
in the sutirical weekly Arokadil, en- 
titled “fuebrers of the fontanka™ - 
an area of Leningrad. 

The article said there had been 
growing evidence of activities by 
such groups in recent years, includ- 
ing attacks on Communist Youth 
League activists. desecration of his- 
torical monuments and flaunting of 
Nazi insignia and uniforms. 

It said that on April 20 last year -- 
the birthday of Adolf Hiuer — cight 
youths descended on the “glorious 
town of Kronstadt”, a naval base 
near Leningrad closely linked with 
the 1917 Bolshevik Revolution. 

“They daubed houses on Com- 
munist Street with swastikas. and 
painted “Heil Hitler” slogans, the 
outraged author wrote. 

In a separate incident. a group of 
students had raised a Nazi banner 
on a pole used for the Soviet flag on 
state occasions. “A spit in the face 
of the country, that’s the only way to 
describe it.” Arokodil declared. 

The article blamed the “era of 
stagnation”, the period under the 
late Soviet leader Leonid Brezhnev. 
for allowing Nazi ideals to be fos- 
tered in the minds of today’s young 
people. who were schoolchildren at 
the time. 

Western correspondents covering 
the period between Brezhnev's 
death in 1982 and Gorbachev's ac- 
cession to the party leadership in 
1985 recall clashes between Fascist 
youth gangs and Young Commu- 
nists in Mascow’s Pushkin Square. 
But such events received scant cov- 
erage at the time in the Soviet press. 


2,000 Cuban missile experts 
reported on Namibian border 


LISBON (AP) — A newspaper yes- 
terday reported that 2.000 Cuban 
soldiers skilled in operating missiles 
landed in Angola last month to forti- 
fy defences on the country's border 
with Namibia (South-West Africa.) 

The independent weekly 
Expresso quoted unidentified 
sources as suying the reinforcements 
were sent to strengthen the position 
of the Cuban- and Soviet-backed 
Angola government in negotiations 
with South Africa and the U.S. ta 
end the 13-year-old war in Angola. 

Talks are to begin tomorrow in 
New York. 

Expresso also claimed the Cuban 
reinforcements were creating a seri- 
ous rift between Cuba and the An- 
golan government becuuse of fears 
they could jeopardize the talks. But 
earlier this week. Jorge Risquet, the 
chief Cuban negotiator in the peace 
talks, strongly denied any rift . 

South Africa has claimed it has 
sent up to 3.000 troaps into Angola 
to support the National Union for 
the Total Independence of Angola. 
or Unita, a pro-Western rebel 
movement that also receives mili- 
tary aid from the U.S. 

The rebels have been trying to 
force the Angolan government to 
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share power. 

Since May, South Africa, Cuba, 
Angola and the United States have 
held three rounds of talks on with- 
drawing all foreign troops from An- 
gola and bringing independence to 
South African-ruled South-West 
Africa, also known as Namibia. 

In a separate story. Expresso 
quoted unidentified diplomatic 
sources in Havana as saying Cuban 
forces had mounted defences in- 
volving 26,000 men in the south of 
Angola, close to South-West Africa. 

Angola and Cuba have acknowl- 
edged that Cuban reinforcements 
were sent to Angola. beginning last 
November. to contain South Afri- 
can advances in the south. Western 
analysts believe that brings the total 
number of Cubans in Angola -- in- 
cluding the estimated 35,000 Cu- 
bans already stationed there — to

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Shamir not distributing portfolios before elections

Prime Minister Shamir yesterday 
denied reports that new Herut 
Knesset candidates Binyamin Ne- 
tanyahu and Benny Begin must first 
prove themselves in the next Knes- 
Set. before getting ministerial 
portfolios. 


Maintaining that he was misun- 
derstood, Shamir clarified that he 
had meant to say that at this stage he 
was not distributing porfolios. 


“First Likud’s Knesset candidates 
must reach the Knesset.” Shamir 
said, adding that he hoped as many 
of them as possible would do- so. 
Before the Likud wins the elections 
and forms the next government. 
however, there must be no talk of 
allocating portfolios, he said. 

Shamir was also referring to 
claims by aides of ministers Ariel 


Sharon and David Levy who had 
intimated that following their lead- 
ers’ achievements in Herut's inter- 
nal elections they should receive 
certain portfolios in the next 
government. 

Commenting on the disappoint- 
ment and anger expressed last week 
by certain candidates who said they 
had been “betrayed” by their own 
camps, Shamir said that the ‘camp 
phenomenon” in Herut was in de- 
cline. 

Circles in the Shamir-Arens camp 
confirmed erday that several 
candidates belonging to the rival 
Levy camn ‘had“ entered ‘the ‘list 
thanks to'their support. These cad- 
didates,:include MKs .Ovadia' Elt, 
‘Yehoshua Matza and Ya'acov Sha- 
mai, they said. 

However, it was not clear yester- 
day whether any of these candidates 
would transfer their allegiance to 


another camp, and if so, when. 

Herut's leaders are seeking a way 
to include a woman and a non—Jew 
on the Likud list, though it is not 
clear how this can be done other 
than at the expense of Liberal 
Tepresentatives. 

The Liberals adamantly oppose 
any reduction in the representation 
promised them in an agreement with 
Herut, and Shamir last week as- 
sured them that the agreement 
would not be violated.

New battle looms over illegal Druse building

HAIFA -- A new battle is shaping up 
over building in the Druse towns of 
Isfivah and Daliat el Carmel! on 

Mount Carmel. 

Last week the Jewish chairman, 
sectetary and one member of the 
Carmel Ridge Towns Planning 
Commission resigned because al- 
leged “political intervention” had 
made it impossible for them to carry 
out their duties. 

They charged that the politicians 
were covering up unlicensed build- 
ing by the Druse while in the Arab 
sector illegal building. were being 
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forcibly demolished. 

The following day the seven 
Druse members of the commission 
also resigned to protest official re- 
fusal to extend the building zones in 
the two towns. The situation Is to be 
teviewed by the Haifa district plan- 
ging commission at a special meet- 
ing later this week, 

The Carmel Ridge Commission 
was established by the Interior Min- 
istry six years ago and was chaired 
by the depucy Haifa District Repre- 
sentative, Yosef Kiwiti. [ts mem- 
bers included the Druse mayors of 
the two towns. 

Last year demolition orders were 
issued against two houses built with- 
out permits inside the Carmel Na- 
tional Park, which surrounds the 
twa towns. However, execution of 
the orders was stayed at the last 
minute following the intervention of 
cabinet ministers and Knesset Mem- 
bers.

Poisonous 
snakes abound.

6. public to beware of poisonous 
snakes, which have been responsi- 
ble for twice as many bites in the 
past six months as during sll of last 


year. 

Dr. Alma Avni, head of the pub- 
lic health department, said on Fri- 
day that most snakebites have taken 
place near habitations rather than 

ing outings in the wilderness. No 
explanation has been given for the 
sharp increase in snakebite inci- 
dents, from 27 in 1987 to 53 since 
January of this year. 
In order to reduce the danger 
from poisonous snakes, the public is 
advised to uproot weeds and throw 
away jank from around homes, seal 
crevices in walls and storehouses 
and kill rodents that attract snakes. 

In the event of a bite, Magen Da- 
vid Adom or other first-aid help 
should be summoned as soon as pos- 
sible, and the victim should be 
calmed by placing him in the shade, 
and cleaning the open wound. If the 
victim moves around too much, the 
poison spreads more quickly to vital 
organs. [f first-aid is not available, 
the victim should be got to hospital 
as quickly as possible, bringing ei- 
ther the snake itself or an exact de- 
scription of it to the doctor so he can 
inject the suitable antidote.

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Not many babies will follow Bruna home

Brazil's so-called baby trade re- 
ceived a well-deserved blow with the 
recent return of baby Bruna and her 
parents to their home in southern 
Brazil. The two-year-old, who was 
kidnapped nearly 18 months ago 
and sold to a childless Israeli couple, 
is the first ever illegally-adopted 
Brazilian baby to be returned. 

The chances of more babies fol- 
lowing baby Bruna back to Brazil 
are not good. Of 3,000 babies leav- 
ing Brazil illegally each year, only 
about 100 over the last few years 
have been the result of kidnapping. 
The rest, for the most part, are sold 


by their poverty-stricken mothers in 
an effort to make ends meet or give 
their other children ἃ better future. 
The majority of the babies go to 
Israel, but many other countries, in- 
cluding Germany, Italy and the 
U.S., are also involved. 

Many poor women sell their chil- 
dren to gangs of traffickers who pay 
them as little as $10 for a baby which 
they will then sell for up to,$20,000. 
Selling a baby is particularly com- 
mon among single mothers, and a 
study made in Brazil's largest city of 
Sao Paulo showed that single par- 
enthood is particulariy rife. ᾿

But now a scientific commit- 
tee appointed by the UN has de- 
clared that MSG is safe for human 
consumption. The UN's Joint Com- 
mittee on Food Additives studied 
the report and decided to remove 
limitations on use of MSG. Now 
manufacturers will feel free to use it 
in whatever products they want. 
The committee received more 
than 230 separate studies that con- 
cluded that MSG is safe for use in 
food, even in baby food.

by Dr. Julian Fisher of Harvard. 

According to a report in Ammeri- 
can Health magazine, the computers 
are not meant to replace pharma- 
cists, but merely to free them from 
answering the same questions hun- 
dreds of times a day. But the Ameri- 
can Pharmaceutical Association, a 
union of pharmacists, says that the 
customer can't depend solely on the 
machine. The computer doesn't 
know about your particular condi- 
tion and cannot explain what it all 
means. The computer list of side 
effects could scare patients into not 
taking the drug. So, say the pharma- 
cists, you're probably best off asking, 
your pharmacist or your doctor.

White-matter Infarction. The disor- 
der is the result of the narrowing of 
blood vessels in the white-matter of 
the brain’s cerebrum.

Siwi has some connection with the 
well-known old-age disease, Alz- 
heimer's, in that half of all Alz- 
heimer's patients have Siwi as well. 

Dr. Englund believes that Siwi is 
caused by unsatisfactory blood cir- 
culation deep in the brain because of 
a certain type of arteriosclerosis and 
low blood pressure. She says she can 
detect the condition with a magnetic 
camera, and that Siwi, unlike Alz- 
heimer's, reacts to therapy. It is im- 
portant not to prescribe to the elder- 
ly certain drugs that lower the blood 
pressure significantly. Further re- 
search should enable doctors to halt 
the progress of Siwi and even to 
retract it. 


HUNDREDS OF cardiac patients 
are subscribers to private ambu- 
lance and ECG services that allow 
them to do a check on their heart by 
telephone that is connected to a hos- 
pital. Now you can travel abroad 
and get the same service in the U.S, 
The Cardiomedix company in the 
U.S. has a branch at 131 Sderot 
Rothschild in Tel Aviv, where heart 
patients going to the U.S. can sign 
up for a subscription. 

The patient’s medical records are 
automatically sent to the Cardiome- 
dix in the U.S. and made available 
to the doctor who treats him in an 
emergency. The cost is $120 per 
month for those without a local Car- 
diomedix subscription, and $50 for a 
regular subscriber here.

Koor Ltd. sold 70% of the shares 
in its Yuval Gad subsidiary, the ail- 
ing manufacturer of prefabricated 
homes, to Minrav Holdings in Ash- 
kelon, Koor said Friday. Minrav 
paid no money for Yuval Gad but 
agreed to fulfill all of the company's 
commitments to its customers. 


Selling off assets in an attempt to 
improve the company’s cash flow is 
seen as one of the main objective’s 
of Managing Director Benny 
Gaon’s turnaround programme at 
Koor. Two weeks ago, the concern 
sold 50% of its shares in the Tam- 
bour Ltd., a paint manufacturer. 


Minrav is headed by Efraim 
Henig, who previously served as 
managing director of Yuval Gad. 
Koor said his familiarity with the 
company was one of the reasons it 
has chosen Minrav over other pro- 
spective buyers. It chief holding is 
an Ashkelon plastics and furniture 
concern. 

Minrav will take control of Yuval 
Gad next month. 

Koor had also conducted negotia- 
tions with Shikun Ovdim over the 
sale of Yuval Gad, but said these 


talks had made little headway, 
mainly because the construction 
company’s managing director, Rafi 
Edri, has been out of the country. 
Like Koor. Shikun Ovdim is also 
controlled by the Histadrut.

Half of Israel’s tobacco 
crop lost in May sharav

HAIFA. - No smoking in a big way 
was imposed by May's sharav. 

Over half the country’s tobacco 
crop, which usually totals 600 tons, 
was ruined by the heatwave creating 
“a disaster” for the growers, Arab 
farmers in the Galilee, the chairman 
of the Tobacco Growing Board, 
Azar Artul. told The Jerusalem Post 
last week. 

He said the full extent of the dam- 
age was now becoming evident as 
the farmers harvest the leaves and 
put them up to dry. The tobacco is 
grown on 10,000 dunams of unirri- 
gated land, whose oriental-type to- 
bacco is sold to Dubek Ltd. Dubek 
mixes it with its imported tobaccos 
to produce cigarettes. 

Farmers earn about $3,500 a ton 
for dried leaves, but the farmers 
claim losses amounting to millions 
of shekels. 

Artul has appealed to the Agricul- 
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ture Ministry for disaster aid and 
hoped that the Treasury would 
shortly approve compensation pay- 
ments to the stricken farmers. 

Artul, who also heads the Olive 
Marketing Board, said this year had 
started out as a bumper one in the 
140,000 dunams of olive groves 
tended by Arab and Jewish farmers 
in the Galilee, the Triangle and the 
south of the country. But the sharav 
struck them too, though the full ex- 
tent of the damage will become clear 
only when the harvest starts at the 
end of October. 

Two types of olives, Syrian and 
Naballi, are grown here mainly for 
their oil. In a good year the crop 
totals 40,000 tons, selling at $1,800 
per ton for raw olives and at $3,500 
for the oil. 

It looks as though the Syrian ol- 
ives were the worst hit, with perhaps 
20% to 30% destroyed by the 
sharav, just when the trees were in 
full blossom.

Reinsch sets record 


NEUBRANDENBURG. East Ger- 
many (Reuter) -- East German Ga- 
briele Reinsch set a women's world 
discus record yesterday with ἃ throw 
of 76.80 metres in an athletics meet 
between East Germany and Italy. 

Cvechoslovakia’s Zdenka Silhava 
set the previous mark of 74.56 in 
1984. Friday's Peugeot Games in 
England featured several potential 
Seoul stars. The 1.500 metres in the 
Olympics may yet turn out to be one 
of the greatest races of the century, 
and the event's four main protago- 
nists, each a champion in his own 
right, were 81} on view.

I want to be getting 
better all the way now until the end 
of August and then just hold on 
until the Olympics. Cram said.

He won the 
800 metres comfortably in 1 minute.

Smith, 
together with sports administrator 
Terry Lazin, is here to advise the 
Holyland Bow! Committee on how 
to best submit an official proposal to 
the NFL. 

The advance team of Smith and 
Lazin i ied Ramat Gan Stadi- 
um and pronounced it a perfectly 
suitable venue, but Smith pointed 
out the need to upgrade certain of 
the facilities. “It’s big enough and 
the field is fine, but there are some 
logistical problems. With ‘about 65 
players and 10 coaches on a pre- 
season roster, the locker rooms are 
inadequate. For example, there are 
only six or seven shower heads.” 

Pazner, a confirmed football fan, 
is ready to put highest-level re- 
sources at the disposal of the orga- 
nizing committee, but the money 
will have to pad Tease tating 
sponsorship.

Save soccer at Seoul 


The eyes of the sporting world are now turning to the Olympics in 

Seout. One of the strongest crowd-pullers is likely to be soccer: in Los 

a its appeal was the surprise of the Games, and resulted in 
‘A awarding the 1990 World Cup to the U.S. 

It is to be hoped that FIFA and the International Olympic Commit- 
tee will not allow soccer at the Olympics to be plagued by the disease 
thar has afflicted so many major tournaments in recent years — the 
penalty shoot-out. This ruined both the World Cup in 1986 and the 
European Cup some weeks ago. By contrast, we saw recently, in the 
European Championship between countries. some of the finest, most 
exciting and most satisfying soccer ever played. The reason it was so 
good is that the penalty shoot-out system was not necessary. 

Soccer can learn how to bring drawn games to a fair and honest 
conclusion from three other sports — baseball, golf and basketball. 

Last week the Oakland Athletics beat the Cleveland Indians 1.3 in 
. The catalyst of victory was Mark McGwire. who 
snapped a 2-2 tie with a leadoff homer. The Athletics are 9-2 in extra- 
inning games and 7-0 in games that have lasted at least 13 innings. 

Despite his feat and his team’s impressive achievements in games 
that go beyond nine innings. McGwire commented. “I'm tired of 
playing extra-innings ballgames. 1 think that there should be a limit -- 


Golf uses alternative methods of determining a match that has been 
tied after 72 holes — either the golfers play an extra 18 holes, or they 
use a sudden death system. playing hole by hole till one player wins. 

If a basketball game is tied, the teams play an extra five minutes, 
and then, if necessary, yet another five minutes, and so on. until there 


Soccer uses the ridiculous system of the penalty shoot-out, which 
means that the whole concept of soccer as a team game involving 22 
people relying on organised attack and defence is suddenly scrapped. 
after a whole season of competition to get into the final, and instead a 
system is used that is reminiscent of a backyard contest between two 
small boys, using stones for posts. The great finale to the season is of 
the same quality as that boys” game. 

There are three other ways that could be used to bring a soccer 
match that remains drawn after 120 minutes of play to an end. The 
best one is a replay, but this may be impractical. The second best 
would be to declare the two teams joint winners. What in the world 
would be wrong with that? In fact, they deserve to share the glory. A 
possible disadvantage is that a weaker team would be tempted to dig 
into a bunker and play frustrating football in the hope of ἃ 0-0 draw. 

This obvious solution, unfortunately. will never be accepted in 
these days when we want to have a winner at all costs. 

Despite McGwire’s objection to long games. why should soccer not 
Jearn from baseball, golf and basketball, and simply go on playing, 
until there is a conclusion, that is, until one side or the other scores a 
goal? When that happens, the match ends. This would reward fitness 
and enterprise. Neither side would go into a bunker after 120 min- 
utes, knowing that an error would be fatal. 

The soccer Olympics at Seoul provide an ideal time for 
experimentation to change a system that everyone knows is unsatis- 
factory. Israel's soccer team is out of the Olympics, but there is no 
reason why the Israel Football Association and the Israel Olympic 
Committee should not recommend the indicated reform to FIFA and 
the International Olympic Committee.

Pazner is pushing hard for the Ho- 
lyland Bow] to be played next year 
instead of 1990, as Israel needs the 
image boost and the infusion of 
tourism. But next year's exhibition 
games are more or less wrapped up 
by Tokyo and London. This year, 
the NFL will be visiting Goteborg, 
Sweden, and Montreal. Even for 
1990, Israel will face competition 
from six to 10 countries, but Lazin 
feels that Israel would be favoured 
for emotional, cultural and histori- 
cal reasons. 

Lazin related that she had 
broached the idea of Israel as a ven- 
ue to a number of players, and the 
response was very enthusiastic. The 
players were quick to volunteer 
their services for clinics here, and 
many said they hoped their teams 
would be the ones selected to play 
here. A significant minority of NFL 
players are born-again Christians, 
which in part explains the 
enthusiasm. 

So far, of course, no teams have 
been confirmed for the Holyland 
Bowl, but the Philadelphia Eagles 
would probably be one of them. 
Other teams bandied about were the 
Cleveland Browns, New York Jets 
and Washington Redskins. All that 
makes for exciting conjecture. but 
first Israel must impress the NFL 
with a formalized proposal. 

To get the bail roiling, NFL. play- 
ers would visit our shores to hold 
football clinics, bringing hordes of 
American fans with them to tour the 
country. Media tours would also be 
conducted for U.S. sportswriters. 

Part of the promotional build-up 
would be punt, pass and kick tour- 
naments, with the best Israeli kicker 
winning an invitation to try out for 
an NFL team.

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FIRST, everybody spoke of disturbances, unrest and riots in 
Israel's occupied territories. Even the foreign media preferred 
to use these terms for quite a while, probably basing them- 
selves on Israel's initial assumption that these riots by young 
Palestinians would soon be quelled. 

Then. after several weeks, the so-called disturbances were 
recognized as a real uprising by the Palestinians under Israel's 
rule which had also spread to East Jerusalem and had even 
made inroads into Israe]’s Arab community. To solve the 
confusion of using terms such as Palestinian uprising, rebellion 
or civil disobedience, all of which did not fully apply to the 
situation in the territories, the term commonly used for some 
time now is that Arabic word which the Palestinians them- 
selves have adopted -- intifada, meaning shaking off. 

Thus. a new term has entered the Middle East's political 
fexicon which is going to stay with us for a long time, for the 
intifada is now expected to go on indefinitely unless a political 
solution of the Israe'-Palestinian conflict will be found. This 
has become the considered opinion of the most senior IDF 
command which also holds that there is no alternative Palestin- 
ian leadership to the PLO. At best, Israel can expect to keep 
the intifada at ἃ lower level of hostile activities, moving from 
mass demonstrations to individual attacks. according to top- 
level IDF commanders, but there is no prospect of suppressing 
it altogether without a political settlement. 

One assumption seems absoluteiy certain. There is ΠῸ re- 
turn to the pre- -December 1987 status quo, the LDF holds. It is 
a basic premise that has been repeatedly stated in the columns 
of this newspaper during the past six months, but has so far 
failed to penetrate the political awareness of Israel's national- 
ist camp. 

This assessment has already compelled the IDF to adapt its 
multi-annual work programme to allow for a continued, mas- 
sive deployment of military forces, both regular and reserves, 
in the West Bank and in the Gaza Strip, regardless of the 
heavy price in lack of proper training in advanced weaponry 
the IDF will have to pay. 

On the face of it, this is indeed a remarkable achievement 
for the Palestinians in the territories. It is probably their most 
significant political success since 1948, as Defence Minister 
Yitzhak Rabin himself put it shortly after the intifada began. 
But in order to turn this intial success into a real political 
achievement, it is now up to the Palestinians to take stock. 

Having been able to maintain the intifada for seven months, 
with no real letup in sight, they must now seek ways of 
transforming their mostly independent hostile activities -- their 
overwhelming loyalty to the PLO leadership notwithstanding — 
into a credible political initiative. The recently published PLO 
view on “prospects of a Palestinian-Israeli settlement,” attrib- 
uted to PLO chairman Yasser Arafat's adviser and spokesman 
Bassam Abu-Sherif, with which many leading Palestinians in 
the territories identify, could possibly serve as a basis for such 
an initiative. 

Although this memorandum was severely criticized by a 
aumber of other PLO leaders, Bassam Abu-Sherif insists that 
it represents official PLO policy and was endorsed by Arafat. 
This should be sufficient ground for the Palestinians who claim 
to seek coexistence with Israel to take their fate into their own 
hands also in the political sphere for once. They ought to 
declare a temporary truce to be followed by a political move 
on their part which should include the appointment of a 
representative Palestinian delegation from the West Bank, the 
ΕΣ Strip and East Jerusalem that would be endorsed by the 
PLO. 

Declaring their readiness for direct negotiations with Israel 
under an international umbrella along the lines of the Bassam 
Abu-Sherif memorandum could go a long way in persuading 
au inereating number of Isrueiis that she time for a puiitical 
settlement ἢ has indeed finally come. There could be no better 
answer to the apocalyptic notion of Israel's nationalist forces.

HERUT'S NEW list of candidates 
for the general elections should 
be examined from two 
points of view, personal and 
political. On the personal level; the 
list seems at first sight satisfactory. 
This is a young, devoted group of 
political activists, ideologically unit- 
ed, with two interesting, promising 
new faces near the top -- Binyamin 


Netanyahu and Ze’ev Binyamin Be- 


gin. They are, together with Dan 
Meridor and Ehud Olmert, who are 
already in the Knesset, a new hope 
for Herut and the Likud; and any 
political party would congratulate it- 
self with having persons of their 
quality on its list. 

Nevertheless, a deeper examina- 
tion shows that the list does not 
tepresent the majority of the Israeli 
population. It fails to represent 
women, ethnic minorities and new 
immigrants. In Likud’s first 41 seats, 
Hernt has nine Jerusalemites, but no 
representative of Haifa, the Galilee, 
the Negev and even Judea and 
Samaria. 

It is not only a matter of demo- 
cratic representation. One does not 
have to be a feminist, or a male 
supporter of feminism, to appreci- 
ate that the Knesset is not, and 
should not be, a men’s club. It is 
inconceivable that a major political 
party should find no place for wom- 
en on its parliamentary list for the 
Nineties. This is a shameful social 
distortion. 

Equal rights for women is a slogan 


politicians often use for propaganda - 


purposes. The reality, in most of 
Israel's political parties, is different. 

When Labour elected its candi- 
dineatas last month, there was justified 
criticism of the disproportionate 
representation of women on the list. 
This criticism has lost its power fol- 
lowing the formation of Herut's list. 
On the whole of the Likud list there 
is only one women -- Mrs. Sara 
Doron of the Liberals, and even her 
seat is not a safe one.
